Victory Bonds taken as Cash 
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League 


Paris. — William Hughes, premier 
of Australia, made the flat | state- 
ment to the Associated Press that he 
was unalterably in opposition to the 
Proposed racial equality amendment 
to the covenant of the league of na- 
tions or to any form of it, however 
mild in recognizing that principle. 

The American amendment con- 
cerning the Munro Doctrine and the 
Japanese racial amendments were not 
included in the covenant of the lea- 
gue of nations as sent to the drafting 
committee. The amendments may be 
offeted later at a plenary session of 
the peace council or before the coun- 
cil of ten, 

The Japanese dqlegation to the 
peace conference continued to press 
for an amendment to the covenant of 
the league which would go as far as 
the conference was willing to con- 
cede toward the promulgation of the 
principle of the equality of races. The 
original Japanese proposal, which met 
with speedy rejection, has been mod- 
ified by them several times until as it 
stands today, it calls for “recognition 
of the equality of nations and just 
treatment sf all their nationals.” It 
was generally understood that sev- 
eral of the leaditig delegations, in- 
cluding the United States mission and 
the majority of the British, were in- 
clined ‘to belicve there was nothing 
objectionable to an amendment thus 
framed. 

“Australia,” said Premier Hughes, 
“cannot accept * this proposal which 
strikes at the very root of the policy 
that we have maintained so long, 
which is vital to our existence and 
which we have guarded as zealously 
as has America her Monroe Doctrine. 

“T am anxious to avoid anything 
likely to hurt the susceptibilities of 
the people of other nations, but on 
this point, since we cannot give way, 
it is best that I should speak plainly. 
We cannot agree to the insertion of 
any words in the covenant or in the 
treaty of peace, that would impair or 
even question our sovercign rights in 
regard to any and every aspect of 
this question, 

“One of the principles of the lea- 
gue is that there shall be no inter- 
ference in the international affairs of 
any nation, No nation will surrender 
its sovercignty in matters essential to 
its welfare to enter the léagie. 

“I cannot but regard the proposed 
amendment as an effort to establish a 
position in which ultimately some na- 
tions would find their internal policy 
challenged by the Icague at the insti- 
gation of one of its members, The 
amendment, no matter how inocuous 
it may seem in form, is certainly aim- 
ed at giving the league control of 
questions. relating to immigration, 
naturalization and matters which can- 
not be surrendered by any _ state} 
without such impairment of its sov- 
ereignty as to make it, in effect, a 
subject state. 

“If the league is able to compel a 
state to amend its immigration, nat- 
uralization and franchise laws, there 
remains to the state only the shadow 
of sovereignty. The substance has 
gone. No free nation could agree to 
dictation in such a matter from the 
league of nations, Intimate problems 
belong to and must remain under the 
‘control of the individual nation,

“Assuredly a large part of these 
alleged conditions are invented,” the 
chancellor continued, “so that by re- 


petition, they will accustom us to 
these unheard’ of demands. and the 
final conditions may scem almost 


bearable to us, They are invented in 
order to create an atmosphere which 
will suffocate protest even against a 
peace of violence. Our peoples, which 
were ill-treated by the armistice more 
cruelly than by the war, recognize 
this method, A cry, not of a Chau- 
vinist nature, but of thé deepest des- 
pair which appeals to the highest 
there is—to the conference of hu- 
manity—is going up througlrout Ger- 
many,” 

Herr Scheidemann safd the pro- 
tests against the alleged conditions 
were due to patriotic fears. The gov- 
ernment knew this loyalty to the em- 
pire was one of the most valuable 
possessions entrusted to its control 
and would not perinit it to be en- 
trenched upon at home or abroad. 
The chancellor appealed to the peo- 
ple to stand together, adding: 

“The so-called radicals of the left 
have no right to protest against’ a 
period of oppression for we are re- 
sponsible tinder the treaties of Brest- 
Litovsk and Bucharest.” 

Declaring that Great Britain had 
rejected a proposal to establish an 
international “tribunal to 
responsibility for the 
Scheidemann said: 

“Even if Germany were responsible 
for all the crimes she is accused of, 
has she thereby lost the right to pro- 
test against fetters which will thrott'e 
her?

This is the season of the year

bey roof repairs. For the benefit of 
our readers the following roof speci- 
fications are given: 
Roof Pitch—Not 
fourth pitch, 
Rafters—2x4’s or 2x6’s spaced not 
over 2 ft. on centres. Size and spac-

jing according, to load; braced and 
nailed solid. 
Roof boards—Good grades SIS 


|strips, 1x4 in. or ranflom widths, not 
over 8 in. wide, nailed solid, using 
8d nails, tar paper sheating. 

Shingles—Best grades, 

Preparing Shingles — Shingles 
should be thoroughly wet before lay- 
ing if not to be stained. 

Staining Shingles — Shingles must 
be dry before dipping. Dip in stain 
to at least 8 inches from butt. 

Exposure of Shingles—Sixteen inch 
shingles one-third pitch or more 4% 
inches to weather. Less than one- 
third pitch, 4 inches to weather. 
Eighteen inch shingles one-third 
pitch or more, 5% inches to weather. 
Less than one-third pitch, 4% inches 
to weather. 


Shingle Joints — Break joints not 
less than 11% inches and see that no 
breaks come directly over each other 
on any three consecutive courses, 
covering all nails. Joints to come at 
¥% points of shingle width. 

Laying Shingles — Lay first course 
2-ply projecting 2,inches over crown 
mold and 1 inch projection at gables. 
Throw out defective shingles if any. 

Fire Retarding Treatment for 
Shingles—Shingles must be dry be- 
fore dipping. Dip in good quality of 
approved fire retardant paint before 
laying, and apply brush coat of paint 
to finished roof.

years unceasing in their efforts to 
educate the farmer in the proner 
methods for the attainment of this 
object, and the keynote of ali their 
jinstructions, is now and always has 


been—"“Sow Clean Seed.” But sicce 
a very large percentage of the grain 
has become mixed and foul, the prob- 
lem that farmers are up against, is 
how to procure this clean seed at a 
reasonable price, 

The miller and large grain dealer, 
by installation of elaborate and ex- 
pensive machinery, are able to clean 
their grain, but this equipment is be- 
yond the means of the average farm- 
er. The seed specialist, too, may 
hand-pick his grain. But this again 
is out of the question where hundreds 
of thousands of bushels are required 


for ‘seed. 
The production of a machine that 
will separate one particular kind of 


grain from another and one particu- 
lar kind of grain from one or more 
kinds of noxious weeds will make all 
the separation necessary to absolute- 
ly insure clean grain, no matter how 
dirty, and that will also grade the 
seed, has been recently invented by 
Wm. M. Ferguson. The machine
